Dr. Lukasik briefing 


1. Since February the SIC has had under way a project 
to identify what sciences and technologies are likely to 
become important in the world in the 1980's and therefore 
should be of concern to the Intelligence Community today. 

For this project the SIC has had the services of a highly 
qualified consultant, Dr. Stephen J. Lukasik, a Vice 
President of Xerox Corporation and former Director of the 
Defense Advanced Research Projects Agency (DARPA) . Phase I 
of the project involved interviews, mostly by Dr. Lukasik, 
with some 15 leading thinkers in the S§T field across the 
country and the results have been processed and are now 
available . 

2. Dr. Lukasik gave a briefing on the preliminary 
results of the project to Dr. Steininger's Net Technical 
Assessment Task Force of the Defense Science Board in mid- 
July. It was well received by the members and it was quite 
influential in their deliberations at the DSB Summer Study 
in Newport, Rhode Island, in August.
